Recently one of th e Terminal engi­ 
neers, W. B. Boy ne, was disch arged, 
becau se of alleged defectiv e ey esigh t, 
and it is to ask for th is man s rein­ 
statem ent th at Mr. Cadle is in th e 
World’s Fair city today . 
Engineer Boy ne h as been ru nning 
an engine almost a score of y ears. 
Some six y ears ago, wh ile in th e em­ 
ploy of th e Terminal association, one 
of h is ey es was accidentally inju red, 
and, in conseq u ence, h e was forced to 
lay off for some time, du ring wh ich 
period h e was allowed fu ll time by 
th e association. 
Wh en h e recov ered, th e ph y sician 
for th e Terminal association adv ised 
th at h e wear glasses for a time, as 
th ey wou ld strength en h is ey es, and 
h e h as done so ev er since. 
Recently Boy ne was disch arged for 
alleged defectiv e ey esigh t, despite th e 
fact th at h e h ad performed h is du ties 
in a satisfactory manner for 
six y ears 
past, th ere not being a mark against 
h im. 
In th e meantime, a new doctor h ad 
become company ph y sician, and it was 
after h e h ad ex amined Boy ne’s ey es 
th a t h e was dismissed from th e asso­ 
ciation's employ . 
Engineer Boy ne th en appealed to 
th e B. of L. E. for reinstatem ent, h e 
alleging th at h is ey esigh t was ev en 
better th an it was wh en h e resu med 
work after being been inju red. 
Ch ief Engineer Stone delegated As­ 
sistant Ch ief Cadle to look after th e 
case, and h e h as already done consid­ 
erable work look ing to Boy ne’s rein­ 
statem ent 
Th e ph y sician wh o was in th e em ­ 
ploy of th e Terminal association at 
th e time Boy ne was inju red, and wh o 
permitted h im to retu rn to work , was 
sou gh t by Mr. Cadle and ask ed to ex ­ 
amine Boy ne’s ey es. Th e req u est was 
complied with , and th e ph y sician’s re­ 
port was to th e effect th at Boy ne’s 
ey esigh t is now mu ch better th an it 
was wh en h e resu med work , one of 
h is ey e6 being 20 per cent stronger 
th an it was at th at time, and th e sec­ 
ond ey e also materially improv ed. 
Mr. Cadle h ad h is case well in h and 
wh en h e departed for St. Lou is last 
nigh t, and felt confident th at wh en 
h e laid all of th e facts before Su pt. 
Hannau n, of th e Terminal association, 
th at th e latter wou ld promptly order 
th e reinstatem ent of Mr. Boy ne.

th at h e wou ld win th e wh ole pot if 
h e wou ld sh ak e dice. 
Oleson became 
su spiciou s, and, grabbing u p th e wiiole 
pile, ran ou t of th e saloon.
